DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 
5 contain allowable subject matter regarding the photographing position information 
being attached to an image of a person's head, wherein the information is one of four 
values, as claimed, and that the values are associated with a specific angle range, as 
claimed, that are all different from each other, and a position of the head in the image, 
and that the first claimed angle range is broader than the second, third and fourth angle 
ranges, and finally that the determined angle range is used for face detection 
processing. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
